Lompoc s teacher turnover

An estimated 12 per cent of Lompoc 
Unified School District’s teacher force 
of 600 will seek employment elsewhere, 
or otherwise leave district employ—a 
turnover several percentage points be­ 
low the norm. 
Alice Milligan, director of personnel, 
revealed the figures 
informally yes­ 
terday on the eve of the district’s an­ 
nual nose-counting. 
An estimated 66 teachers have resign­ 
ed their posts thus far and an addi­ 
tional number will be on leave of absence. 
The district has regularly experienced 
a 14 to 18 per cent turnover, and given 
employment to about 100 new teachers 
each September. An estimated 16 per 
cent of the teacher force left the dis­ 
trict at the end of the 1967-68 academ­ 
ic year. 
A total of 526 teachers in the pres­ 
ent ranks have returned signed con­ 
tracts, along with 50 new teachers who 
signed before the deadline on May 30. 
The district has about 27 vacancies still 
existing, but an official indicated that 
teachers on tenure have until June 30 to 
make their intentions known. 
All the existing vacancies are in the 
junior and senior high schools, and then 


mainly in particular fields such as math, 
according to Mrs. Milligan. 
There were originally 20 vacancies in 
elementary school ranks, but these were 
filled some time ago — a happenstance 
that occurred this year earlier than ever 
before. 


The district will welcome about 66 new 
teachers in September not counting the 
few who will return from leaves of ab­ 
sences. 
What is the reason for the reduction 
in resignations? Mrs. Milligan who is 
closest to the comings and goings, has no 
idea, unless it’s “the weather.’’ 
Whatever the reason it all follows a 
trend that has been apparent on the 
West coast for several years. It’s be­ 
coming more difficult for new teachers 
to get jobs and for experienced teach­ 
ers to shift locales. 


An estimated 1,000 to 1,500 teachers 
filed application to enter service in the 
district — a staggering total considering 
the 66 or so who actually made the 
grade. 
A full report including the percentages 
of the departures in relevant years and 
individual reasons for leaving is being 
prepared for delivery to school trustees 
soon, according to Mrs. Milligan.

DELANO, Calif. 
(UPI)— The United 
Farm Workers Organization Committee 
(UFWOCj has warned the grape strike 
may spread to other segments of ag­ 
riculture.

“ Mr. Grant should be in the best 
position to know that workers in other 
sectors of California agriculture have 
been anxiously awaiting the arrival of 
the union,” Chatfield said.

Airline traffic in and out of New York 
was cut by more than half today as a 
result of a new slowdown by air traffic 
controllers who contend they are over­ 
worked and underpaid. 
Aside from New York’s three major 
airports, the situation appeared fairly 
normal elsewhere in the nation. Many 
delays w ere reported in takeoffs andland- 
ings of airliners, but this is not unus­ 
ual. 
The Port of New York, which oper­ 
ates Kennedy, Laguardia and Newark air­ 
ports, said large numbers of air traf­ 
fic controllers called in sick today. 
As a result of reduced manpower, to­ 
gether 
with ope rate -by -the -book advice 
from officials of the Controllers* Pro­ 
fessional Association, only 12 inbound 
flights and 12 outbound flights were 
permitted per hour out of the three New 
York fields. Normally, each handles 60 
to 70 flights, in and out, an hour. 
The controllers, who with their elec­ 
tronic gear serve as traffic cops for the 
increasing glut of airline traffic across 


and the North Vietnamese drove to with­ 
in a mile of the temple that is the main 
center of religious life for the Cao 
Dai sect.

Ten 
North Vietnamese broke through the 
camp perimeter and were killed. 
The 
Americans lost two killed and 24 wound­ 
ed. 
A spokesman said the Communist 
hit the base two miles west of the 
China Sea with mortars and then attack­ 
ed with satchel charges going “ straight 
for the howitzers” in an attempt to 
slow them up. Small arms fire repulsed 
the attack and gunships came in to at­ 
tack the Communists.

Israeli government officials said today 
the death of an American tourist during 
an Israeli-Jordanian border clash earli­ 
er this week triggered a series of mas­ 
sive 
air 
strikes 
against Jordan on 
Wednesday — the heaviest since the end 
of the 1967 Six-Day War. 
They said the raids carried out by twin- 
engined bombers and fighter - bombers 
on a wide area along the Jordan River 
was to punish the Arabs for 599 cease­ 
fire violations since January but the 
death Tuesday of American tourist Shir­ 
ley L. Anderson, 25, near the Dead 
Sea brought the decision to attack. 
Israel reported two more major truce 
violations today and said eight Arab guer­ 
rillas were killed in two firefights, one 
in the occupied Golan Heights area of 
Syria and the other in the Gaza Strip. 
They said there were no Israeli losses.

The Professional Air Traffic Control­ 
lers Association (PATCA) resorted to 
similar tactics in the past - “telling 
our people to operate safely but to 
operate by the book” coupled with high 
incidence of illness - in their long run- 
ning contention that they are forced to 
work too-long hours at insufficient pay. 
One slowdown last summer caused 
takeoff and landing delays of three hours 
or more at some airports. 
The Federal Aviation Administration 
said 48 of the 112 controllers at the 
New York Traffic Control Center had 
either called in sick as of noon today 
or had gone home. 
In Houston, Tex., 11 out of the 12 air 
controllers reported sick and the fa­ 
cilities were manned by supervisor per­ 
sonnel. 
In Washington, delays at National Air­ 
port were reported running 45 minutes. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — W. Averill 
Harriman and 
two 
top 
Senate Dem­ 
ocratic leaders endorsed former Defense 
Secretary Clark M. Clifford’s proposal 
for withdrawal of 100,000 U.S. combat 
troops from Vietnam this year, and the 
remainder in 1970. 
Harriman, chief U.S. negotiator at 
the Paris peace talks in the Johnson 
administration, told UPI that he 
re­ 
commended last winter an immediate 
pullout of 50,000 American troops and 
an end to search-and-destroy missions. 
These steps, Harriman said in an 
interview, might have induced the Com­ 
munists to take a reciprocal troop re­ 
duction step and to begin serious dis­ 
cussion of peace proposals. 
Clifford’s proposal also won support 
from Senate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield and Senate Democratic Whip 
Edward M. Kennedy. 
Both said they 
hoped 
President 
Nixon would give 
serious consideration to the Clifford 
plan as outlined in an article in the 
magazine Foreign Affairs. 
Although Harriman did not say so, 
other officials have reported that his 
point of view was rejected last winter 
by President Lyndon B. Johnson, backed 
up by Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
and presidential advisor Walt W. Ros- 
tow. 
Asked whether he thought it was too 
late now to achieve this aim by large 
withdrawals of U.S. forces, Harriman 
replied “ I just don’t know.” 
He said that while he felt the Com­ 
munists would have responded favorably 
last 
January, when he repeated his 
recommendations to the Nixon admin­ 
istration, he could not be certain now 
because he had been out of the dis­ 
cussions for five months. 
Harriman did not agree specifically 
with Clifford’s time-table for withdraw­ 
al, calling for the pullout of 100,000 
ground troops by the end of this year 
and the remaining 100,000 to 150,000 
combat forces by the end of 1970. 
But he said: “ I certainly hope that 
we will pull out 100,000 by the end of 
this year,” 
Harriman indicated belief that the 
United States lost a golden opportunity 
in late 1968 when he said Hanoi pulled 
out about 90 per cent of its combat 
forces in the two northern provinces 
of South Vietnam. 
He said he felt at that time that if 
the Johnson Administration had ended 
its policy of “ keeping military pressure 
on by search and destroy missions” 
and pulled out the 50,000 troops he re­ 
commended, the Paris talks would have 
shown immediate progress. 
Clifford's article was written before 
Nixon announced withdrawal of 25,000 
American troops this summer. 
Clifford said some U.S. airmen and 
supply troops should be kept in Vietnam 
to back up the South Vietnamese army 
but that American fighting forces should 
be removed.

ABM plan seen 


WASHINGTON (UPI)— A Senate sub- 
committee has apparently reached a com­ 
promise on President Nixon's Safeguard 
antimissile request, agreeing to build 
two m issile sites equipped with almost 
everything but m issiles. 
The basic idea of the compromise, 
according to informed sources close 
to the Senate armed service subcom­ 
mittee, is to limit for the time being 
the 
controversial antiballistic mis­ 
sile (ABM) system to research and de­ 
velopment facilities. 
The 
compromise is reportedly 
the 
handiwork of Sen. Thomas J. McIntyre, 
D-N.H. The full Armed Services Com­ 
mittee, where there is heavy support 
for the full ABM system, is expected to 
vote on the subcommittee's plan next 
week. 
Despite support for ABM on the com­ 
mittee, some members believe a compro­ 
mise, such as McIntyre’s may be in the 
offing. They reason such a course would 
smooth the bill’s passage out of com­ 
mittee and on to the Senate floor because 
the compromise would win support from 
some opponents and neutrals. 
McIntyre’s plan is to proceed with con­ 
struction of two proposed ABM sites in 
North Dakota and Montana, but they 
would be designed as research and de­ 
velopment facilties and equipped with 
radars and computers.

CHICAGO (UPI) -T he national conven­ 
tion of the Students for a Democratic 
Society is being held in such secrecy 
the delegates are even handling bomb 
threats. 
Police 
undercover 
operatives 
and 
newsmen were being kept out of the con­ 
vention, in its second day today, by the 
SDS’ own security force. 
Throngs of delegates outside the Chi­ 
cago 
Coliseum 
Wednesday 
shouted, 
“We’re all Communists,” in response 
to a statement by National Secretary 
Michael Klonsky. But the five-day meet­ 
ing was expected to show a deep divi­ 
sion in the radical organization with na­ 
tional offices and future tactics on the 
nation’s compuses at stake. 
A reported 1,500 delegates spent much 
of Wednesday unravelling red tape. The 
tight security precautions imposedby the 
group required each member to regis­ 
ter, leading to seemingly endless lines 
outside the 69-year-old Coliseum. 
The monotony was broken, however, 
by two anonymous bomb threats, both of 
which brought police to the convention 
site. 
The second scare occurred shortly be­ 
fore 8 p.m. Two policemen came to the 
Coliseum and said a caller had told 
them a bomb would explode at 8 p.m. 
Klonsky was called, talked to the police 
and asked what time it was. Told it was 
8 p.m. Klonsky stuck his fingers in his 
ears and ducked. Nothing happened.

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Black Panther couple 
denounce movement 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - - The 
young Negro couple, former 
members of the Black Panther 
party from California, talked of 
a revolutionary movement be­ 
trayed. 
Larry Clayton Powell and his 
wife, Jean, said they quit the 
party because it had abandoned 
its original commitment to 
improvement of Negro living 
conditions and now served only 
to build the power and wealth 
of its leadership. 
The Powells, wearing berets, 
dark glasses and clad entirely 
in black, testified voluntarily 
Wednesday before the Senate 
permanent investigations sub­ 
committee because they said 
they wanted other Negroes to 
know the truth about the Black 
Panthers. 
“ Young people are giving up 
their freedom and their lives to 
people who don’t want anything 
but money for themselves,” 
said 
Mrs. 
Powell, 24, who 
worked with her husband at the 
party’s national headquarters in

legislation 
revived

SACRAMENTO (UPI)-Com- 
promise legislation granting 
gangster informants immunity 
from prosecution breathed new 
life today after surviving an 
attempted execution. 
The bill was drafted by Atty. 
Gen. Thomas Lynch's special 
“ mob squad” investigators who 
want new legal tools to fight 
the increased crime of the 
Mafia, Cosa Nostra and other 
underworld syndicates. 


At its first hearing last week, 
the bill seemed doomed when 
members 
of 
the Assembly 
Criminal Procedure Commit­ 
tee expressed concern about the 
definition of organized crime— 
“Criminal organizations and 
their activities.” 
But the committee on a split 
party-line vote Wednesday ap­ 
proved a compromise version 
clamping a two-year probation 
on its life. If the bill became 
law, 
the 
legislature 
could 
extend it or let it die. 


Republicans voted voice ap­ 
proval for the proposal carried 
by Assemblyman Pete Wilson, 
R-San Diego, while Democrats 
cast dissents. 
The bill is aimed at the 
potential informant who at first 
is unwilling to talk. 
If the attorney general was 
investigating organized crime, 
he could ask a judge to instruct 
the 
informant to testify. In 
exchange, he would be granted 
immunity from prosecution. 


Similar immunity now is 
provided during a grand jury 
investigation 
or 
a 
felony 
prosecution. 
Lynch said he wanted the bill 
so police could obtain “live 
witnesses.” 
But Assemblyman Alan Siero- 
ty complained the definition of 
organized crime was “ vague.” 
. He said it was unclear whether 
it was confined to the Mafia. 
He also said if the bill 
became general law it would, in 
effect, make substantial chan­ 
ges in constitutional protections 
against self incrimination.

Powell told the subcommit­ 
tee, which is investigating the

other 
groups to see whether they 
have played any role in campus 
disorders, that party discipline 
is extremely strict. 
Members who step out of line 
are sometimes threatened with 
death or placed temporarily in 
a 
“ maximum security jail” 
operated in the Oakland area, 
he 
said, and the period of 
confinement depends on how 
soon the imprisoned man “ gets 
through 
his political educa­ 
tion.” 
The 
Powells said teenage 
boys often were sent on murder 
missions girls as young as 14 
were ordered to bestow sexual 
favors on adult members. 
“ It doesn’t matter what age 
you are,” said Mrs. Powell. “ A 
lot of the teenage girls are used 
by members of the party for 
their own satisfaction.”

Adultery dying as 
grounds for divorce 


SACRAMENTO (UPI)-Adul- 
tery 
no 
longer 
would 
be 
grounds for a California di­ 
vorce, under legislation now 
virtually 
assured 
of 
final 
passage. 
Neither would the old stand­ 
by, “ mental cruelty.” 
In fact, “divorce,” per se, 
would cease to exist. When a 
couple split up, it would be 
called a “dissolution of mar­ 
riage.” And there would be only 
two grounds for that: incurable 
insanity 
and “irreconcilable 
differences.” 
The comprehensive, 42-page 
Divorce Reform Bill cleared 
the Assembly Tuesday on a 6-6 
vote and returned to the Senate 
for concurrence in lower house 
amendments. 
The Senate will be asked to 
reject the Assembly amend­ 
ments, forcing the measure into 
a bi-house conference commit­ 
tee 
for negotiation. But in­ 
volved parties left little doubt 
the bill will be passed. 
It also “ is expected” to be 
signed by Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
according 
to 
one 
of 
the 
sponsors, Assemblyman James 
Hayes, R-Long Beach. 
The measure, whose official 
author is Sen. Donald Grunsky, 
R-Watsonville, is written to go 
into effect next Jan. 1. 
In some respects the bill 
helps men. A court, in granting 
alimony, would be required to 
consider a woman’s ability to 
work for a living “without 
interfering with the interests” 
of the children. 
“One of the frequent com- 
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plaints we get,” said an aide of 
Hayes, 
“is from 
men who 
divorce their wives, and either 
they have no children or the 
children are grown and t . 
women could work 
if t* v 
wanted to.” 


The key feature of the bill is 
one 
that 
has overwhelming 
legislative support. Property no 
longer would be divided on the 
basis of who’s at “fault” in the 
breakup. Now, the “innocent 
spouse” frequently getsabreak 
on the property division. Under 
the proposed 
law, 
property 
would 
be 
divided 
on 
a 
“ substantially equal” basis. 


The idea behind this, Hayes 
said, is to eliminate “bitter 
testimony” 
and 
negate the 
“traumatic effect on children 
who have to choose up sides.” 
When Grunsky and Hayes 
first started pushing divorce 
reform this session they were 
sponsoring rival bills. After 
Grunsky’s 
bill 
passed 
the 
Senate, Hayes amended his into 
the senator’s. That’s a fairly 
common legislative procedure. 


There are differences be­ 
tween 
the 
two 
proposals. 
Grunsky, for instance, would 
have no specific grounds for 
divorce. A “dissolution” would 
be granted, basically, when a 
couple and a judge agreed their 
marriage no longer could be 
saved. (Actually, this is some­ 
what like “ irreconcilable dif­ 
ferences” under Hayes’ con­ 
cept.)

You see, Pierre put the 
shoes outside his hotel door 
the night before to be picked 
up by the porter, shined and 
returned. Which is how they 
do it in Europe. 
But in Am erica, the maid 
comes along, sees the dusty 
clodhoppers in the hall and 
flips them in the trash. So 
Pierre 
has 
his 
problems 
when he shakes the cobble­ 
stones of Paree for the lights 
of Broadway And eventually 
Rene Dolbeau inherits them 
all. 


Rene is a traveling man. 
He’s a Frenchm an who im­ 
ports 
Frenchmen 
to 
the 
United 
States, 
a 
reverse 
tourism 
that 
is 
suddenly 
mushrooming 
despite 
the 
shakiness of the franc. 


This year, through his Chi­ 
cago outfit, V'ovages Am eri­ 
ca (literally. Travel Am eri­ 
ca), Rene will herd some 
2,000 Gauls past the Statue 
of Liberty and as far west as 
San Francisco. And some of 
the experiences, to put it 
quaintly, are wracking. 
How does an accountant 
coming back to his chere 
femme in Lyons explain the 
heel marks in his forehead? 
That he got them in a topless 
joint in San h'rancisco when 
the local talent danced on 
top of the bar in front of him. 


“ You know,” e x p l a i n s 
Rene, “ a Frenchm an can’t 
resist touching the merchan­ 
dise.” 


These and other tribula­ 
tions mark the visits of the 
me.ssieurs and mesdames in 
Am erica. 


“ A Frenchman is normal­ 
ly a pretty wise bird,” muses 
M Dolbeau, “ but he’s really 
quite scared in the United 
States. Language is the great 
problem. How can he walk 
into M acy’s and order a jiair 
of size 42 shoes, in French? 
As soon as he can’t talk his 
way out of something, he 
loses confidence. .So he talks 
louder and the other person 
also talks louder. Then he

Rene enumerates some of 
the difficulties of the French 
tourist in Am erica:

• Hath showers—“ How to 
turn them on is a major 
crisis.” 


• Bidets 
“ T h e r e aren’t 
any for madame.” 


• Mineral water—“ Every 
F’renchman has liver prob­ 
lems and is used to mineral 
water on the night stand; try 
finding it in New York.” 
• Stam ps—“ It’s frighten­ 
ing when a Frenchm an puts 
in a tpiarter and gets only 20 
cents worth of stamps; 100 
Frenchm en 
around 
a 
ma­ 
chine in a lobby, and the 
machine isn’t going to last 
long.” 
• W aiters—“ How 
to 
get 
their 
attention; 
you 
don’t 
whistle or click your teeth or 
snap your fingers, like they 
do in Paris. An .\mericah 
waiter will come and cuss 
you.” 
• T i p p i n g—“ Ten or 12 
Frenchmen 
in 
a 
bar will 
deadhead the barmaid on a 
$:10 bill because they think 
the tip’s included; I ’ve seen 
the barmaid run after them 
into the street.”

For Pharmacy School Grads

Most new pharmacy grad­ 
uates will probably find em­ 
ployment readily* available 
all through the 1970s. From 
3,500 to 4,000 openings will 
arise each year. 
Some employment growth 
for pharmacists will result 
from the establishment of 
new pharmacies, p a r t i c u ­ 
larly in residential areas or 
suburban shopping centers; 
the country’s expanding pop­ 
ulation, especially the grow­ 
ing number of older people 
and children; and the rising 
standard of medical care. 
Many pharmacies may 
also hire additional pharma­ 
cists because of a trend to­ 
ward shorter working hours. 
In addition, continued ex­ 
pansion in the manufacture 
of pharmaceutical products 
and in research are expected 
to provide more opportuni­ 
ties 
for 
pharmacists, 
not 
only in production and re­ 
search, but also in distribu­ 
tion and sales positions. Em ­ 
ployment in hospitals will 
probably rise, too, with the 
construction of additional fa­ 
cilities and the more exten­ 
sive use of pharmacists for 
hospital work. 
Women, who r e p r e s e n t 
about 8 per cent of all phar­ 
macists, will continue to find 
their best opportunities in 
h o s p i t a l pharmacies, pre­ 
scription pharmacies and in 
laboratory 
work, 
although 
some are employed in all 
branches of the profession. 
Women s t u d e n t s are ac­ 
cepted 
by 
all 
colleges 
of 
pharmacy, and in 1967 they 
constituted about 14 per cent 
of 
undergraduate 
e n r o l l ­ 
ments. 
Beginning 
pharmacists 
employed in drug manufac­ 
turing firms could expect to 
receive s a l a r i e s ranging 
from $6,600 to $7,800 a year 
in 1967, according to the lim­ 
ited information available. 


The e n t r a n c e salary for 
newly graduated p h a r m a ­ 
cists in the Federal Civil 
Service was $6,451 in early 
1967; however, pharmacists 
with a year of experience 
could start at $7,696. 
The annual salaries of ex­ 
perienced pharmacists work­ 
ing for retail pharmacies 
were g e n e r a l l y between 
$8,000 and $11,500. Pharma­ 
cists who owned and oper­ 
ated 
drugstores 
generally 
made more than this; how­ 
ever, their e a r n i n g s , and 
also to a lesser extent those 
of salaried pharmacists, are 
greatly a f f e c t e d by the 
length of their work week, 
the size and geographic loca­ 
tion of the store and many 
other factors. 
Of more than 120,000 li­ 
censed pharmacists working 
in 1966, about 104,000 were in 
retail pharmacies. Of these 
retail pharmacists, approxi- 
m a t e l y half owned their 
p h a r m a c i e s alone or as 
members of a partnership. 
The other half were salaried 
employes. Most of the re­ 
maining pharmacists were 
employed by pharmaceutical 
manufacturers and w h o l e ­ 
salers, or worked for hospi­ 
tals. 
A license to practice phar­ 
macy is r e q u i r e d in all 
states and the District of 
Columbia. To obtain a li­ 
cense, one must be a gradu­ 
ate of an accredited phar­ 
macy college, pass a state 
board examination and, in 
most states, also have one 
year of practical experience 
or internship under the su- 
p e r v i s i o n of a registered 
p h a r m a c i s t . In 1967, 28 
states required that part or 
all of this experience be ac­ 
quired after graduation. All 
states except C a l i f o r n i a , 
Florida and Hawaii grant a 
license without an examina­ 
tion to p r o p e r l y qualified 
p h a r m a c i s t s already li­ 
censed by another state. 


In 1967. there were 74 ar- 


credited 
colleges 
of 
phar­ 
macy. Some of these were 
not filled to capacity and 
qualified applicants c o u l d 
usually 
expect 
to 
be 
ac­ 
cepted. Needy students may 
obtain loans or scholarships 
up to $2,500 a year to pursue 
full-time study leading to a 
degree 
in 
pharmacy 
from 
federal 
funds provided 
by 
the Health Professions Edu­ 
cational Assistance Act of 
1963, as amended. 


To graduate from a col­ 
lege of pharmacy, one must 
have at least five years of 
study beyond high school: 
two * schools r e q u i r e six 
years. A few colleges admit 
students directly from high 
school and offer all the edu­ 
cation necessary for gradua­ 
tion. Most provide three or 
four years of professional in­ 
struction and require all en- 
t r a n t s to have completed 
t h e i r prepharmacy educa­ 
tion in an accredited junior 
college, college or univer­ 
sity. A prepharmacy curric­ 
ulum u s u a l l y emphasizes 
mathematics and basic sci­ 
ences, 
such as chemistry 
and b i o l o g y , but also in­ 
cludes courses in the hu­ 
manities and social science. 
C o n f e r e n c e s with high 
s c h o o l counselors will be 
helpful to those contemplat­ 
ing a career in pharmacy, 
and general information can 
be obtained from the Ameri­

“ There is a feeling through­ 
out much of the committee that 
U.S. presidents only pay lip 
service to the 'good neighbor’ 
concept. Rightly or wrongly, 
many members feel they have 
often 
been exploited by the

House, 
and 
at other 
times virtually ignored. 
“ They 
complain 
that 
the 
White House either fails to 
consult with them on matters of 
mutual interest, or else de­ 
mands a rubber stamp endorse­ 
ment of policies that are then 
pursued independently. 
“ Moreover, they feel that 
Nixon has devoted most of his 
time and attention to the House 
Ways and Means Committee. 
This 
has 
caused 
a 
lot 
of 
resentment and unrest in the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
“ Clearly, 
some 
sort 
of 
gesture is needed to overcome 
these hostile reactions.” 
1 said, “ Why do you feel that 
Rockefeller would be a good 


presidential envoy in such a 
situation?” 
“ The governor has visited the 
committee numerous times in 
the past,” the diplomat pointed 
out. “ He can talk knowledgea­ 
bly about its operations and is 
personally 
acquainted 
with 
many of its leaders. 
“ Beyond that, 
he carries 
enough prestige in his own right 
to 
impress 
the 
committee, 
which is very protocol con­ 
scious.” 
I said, “ what are the chances

Sandy Koufax, who retired at 
his peak at 31 because he fear­

arm if he continued, has said,

At his enrollment into the Hall 
of Fame in 1953, Dean, half- 
jesting, said, “ I want to thank 
the good Lord for giving me a 
good right arm, a strong back 
and a weak mind,” 
Another pitching career that 
was cut short was Smokey Joe 
Wood’s. 
Walter Johnson 
had 
said that no one threw harder 
than Joe Wood of the Red Sox. 
But that was before 1913, when 
Wood broke the thumb on his 
pitching hand. At 23 years old, 
Wood had lost the zip on his 
fast ball and he said he felt 
like a has-been. 
“ I was desperate,” he re­ 
called to Lawrence Ritter in 
the book, “ The Glory of Their 
T im es,” 
“ 1 must have gone 
to hundreds of doctors . . . 
and nobody seemed able to help 
me. Nowadays a shot of cor­ 
tisone would probably do the 
job in a flash, but that was over 
50 years ago, you know.

Preventive 
fire steps 
pushed 


R ecord w inter rain s causing 
an unusual heavy growth of 
brush and high g ra ss which will 
add to wildlife p erils this sum ­ 
m er and fall in the county have 
caused county officials to take 
step s that will hopefully head 
off m ajor foothill conflagrations 
this year. 


S upervisor C u rtis T unnell,of 
Santa M aria, had revelaed that 
the proposed 1969-70 county bud­ 
get lis ts a proposed expenditure 
of 
approxim ately $40,000 for 
construction 
of a w atershed 
m odel of the county. 


Tunnell, who is chairm an of 
the County W ater Agency, said 
the $40,000 item , if approved, 
would be set up as a fee to an 
engineering firm to co n stru ct 
such a model and c a rry out 
experim ents. 


The experim ents would ap­ 
ply to w atershed m anagem ent, 
and how p resen t p rac tice s are 
rela ted to conservation or w aste 
of w ater supplies from the for­ 
e s t and other w atershed a re a s, 
said Tunnell. 


A w ater m anagem ent study 
is vitally needed in this county, 
Tunnell feels, because w ater 
ex p erts concede a num ber of 
county a re a s can run sh o rt of 
w ater before many y e a rs, at 
the 
p resen t rate of growth. 


Tunnell has long been an ad­ 
vocate of taking m easu res to 
have brush controlled in the 
back country, either by con­ 
tro lled burns or chem icals, so 
that w ater runoff into rese r- 
v io rs can be g reater than it is 
at p resen t. He has sounded a 
call for consideration of having 
m ore sm aller re se rv o irs, es­ 
pecially in the South C oast are a 
w here w ater shortage problem s 
a re 
looming in the next few 
y ears. 


Tunnell conceded that the U.S. 
F o re st S ervice is taking m ea­ 
su re s aim ed at control of brush 
in Los P ad res National F o re st 
a re a s, but feels county attention 
to the problem is also needed 
at this tim e.

Those needs are still there and will be there in the 
future.

The election by a comfortable margin of Georges Pompidou 
as new president of France is graphic demonstration that what 
most Frenchmen desire most of all is continued stability in 
government. As the phrase has it — “ Gaullism without De 
Gaulle.” 
To be sure, deep-seated dissatisfaction continues as well. The 
unrest which erupted in France’s universities and factories last 
year and which brought about the resignation of Charles de 
Gaulle still festers. The Communists boast that they persuad­ 
ed a third of the electorate to boycott the election. The weak­ 
ened franc remains in danger. 
But nothing short of a disaster like complete economic or 
social collapse, leading to full-scale revolution, could plunge

France into the kind of political chaos that has so often mark­ 
ed its history. 
Pompidou 
is 
constitutionally guaranteed a term of seven 
years. The ruling Gaullist party will retain its commanding 
majority in the National Assembly for at least four more years. 


The French have given the Gaullists a massive vote of con­ 
fidence — but it is confidence rooted not so much in past ac­ 
complishments as in the belief that it is only within the frame­ 
work of stable political rule that the grave and pressing prob­ 
lems of the nation can be met in the future. 
That 
future, at least in the immediate years ahead, augurs 
well for France, and by extension, for all of Western Europe.

During the year, he has shared in all 
the things which go into making a house 
a home, and which create a family and 
not just a group of people living under 
the same roof. 
There is little question that the past 
ten months have seen some adjustments 
being made in the daily habits of the 
Jackson clan because of his presence in 
our home. But, at the same time, this 
bright young man has also had to change 
his manner of living. 
Fortunately for him, 
and the Jack­ 
sons, the adjustments were made with 
very little, if any, friction. We learned 
to love him in only a short time, and we 
are fairly certain that he reciprocated 
with love for us.

VIENNA, Austria. This writer was hon­ 
ored here by an official blackball from 
Red Hungary. And what good luck that the 
ax fell while I was still outside Hun­ 
gary! 
“ Come 
to 
Hun­ 
gary,” say the post­ 
ers planted in the 
Western 
world. 
“ Welcome to visi­ 
tors. See Hungary’s 
beauty. See the joy. 
Join the happy life.” 
The Red govern­ 
ment sorely needs 
hard currencies, and 
the pitch for West­ 
ern visitors is for 
the purpose of providing it. IBUSZ, the 
Hugarian - Czechoslovakian - Ruman­ 
ian - Bulgarian travel agency maintain­ 
ed by these Red governments, is the ve­ 
hicle for garnering in the Western spend­ 
ers. And in this innocent - looking es­ 
tablishment is where my episode started. 
IBUSZ is prominently located here at 
Kärntner Strasse 26—an enticing, sugary 
bureau featuring blown-up photographs of 
smiling children ducking Papa in the 
Danube, joyful peasants sniffing flowers 
and harvesting Hungary’s hops, carefree 
lovers strolling along Budapest’s em­ 
bankment and even a dead-ringerforZsa 
Zsa Gabor in a bunny outfit posed with 
a come-hither look. Not a policeman in 
sight. Who would ever know that Big 
Brother is watching? Yes, yes, come to 
Red Hungary. 
The entrance visa “ is routine,” say the 
posters. The system, however, is inter­ 
esting. 
Little Miss Heidi Schultz, a Vien­ 
nese, kindly put herself in charge of me 
when I walked into IBUSZ. “ You can get 
a visa only here,” she said, “ just at 
IBUSZ, and only after paying IBUSZ for 
your Budapest hotel room in advance in 
Austrian shillings or your dollars. Ev­ 
erything in advance — and here. No Hun­ 
garian, Soviet-bloc or Russian money, 
please.” The hotel reservations are 
controlled by Budapest’s Communist par­ 
ty headquarters. 
“ But for how long a stay?” I asked. 
“ How does anyone know what to pay?” 
“ You must decide now. And IBUSZ 
cannot get your visa until Budapest is­ 
sues your hotel reservations and the gov­ 
ernment knows where you will be.” 
I laid down $100. 
Phase 2 was an IBUSZ telegram to 
Budapest and, from Miss Schultz, a 
friendly goodby. Then, behind the scenes, 
things began to thicken. 
Telephone 
calls to 
Miss Schultz 
brought only her patient answer: “ Noth­ 
ing yet, call again,” Then at 10 o’clock 
the other morning she gave me the word 
that Budapest had provided a reserva­ 
tion at the Gallert Hotel. 
“ Now you must come to IBUSZ and 
pay for your airplane ticket, and with 
your passport and two photographs and 
fill in the Hungarian papers.” 
Receiving my passport and two more 
photographs and the visa papers proper­ 
ly recorded in triplicate for IBUSZ to 
deliver to the Hungarian Embassy here, 
Miss Schultz sent me to the Öster­ 
reichisches Verkishozsburo, another ag­ 
ency, across town, for my ticket. It 
was 10:30. “ Be back by 11:30,” Miss 
Schultz said, “ for your passport with 
the visa in it.” 
I was there — to find a dear, little 
Miss Schultz ashen gray. 
“ Who are you?” she asked. “ Who are 
you? IBUSZ has just had a telephone 
call from the Hungarian Embassy refus­ 
ing the visa.” I could only repeat to her 
my name. 
“ Have you ever written critically of the 
Communist regime in Hungary?” she 
asked. I said yes, I had. 
“ They have a list,” she whispered. 
“ They keep it at hand all over the 
world. 
They 
watch everything. They 
never sleep. They know everything. And, 
so fast, that call just now. Two min­ 
utes and you were seen.” 
Little Viennese Miss Schultz gave 
what was unmistakably a little shudder. 
“ But it’s better it was in safe Vienna,” 
she confided, “ than if there was a mis- 
take here and they caught up with the 
name after you were inside Hungary.” 
And there was another shudder. 
The Red Hungarian government, as in 


all Soviet satellite countries, has the 
unmitigated gall to claim freedom of 
information to the world press and par­ 
ades the claim at our State Department 
and elsewhere. 
American Ambassador to Austria 
Douglas MacArthur II, never a man to 
back away from a fight, has already pro­ 
tested this blackball to Hungarian Am­ 
bassador Jeno Simo here. Ambassador 
MacArthur got nothing but a runaround. 
And so did Francis Meehan, deputy chief 


of mission at the American Embassy in 
Budapest, in protesting my blackball to 
the Hungarian Foreign Office. Meehan re­ 
ported to Ambassador MacArthur that the 
foreign minister refused to discuss it. 


“ But I’m glad it happened before he 
got here,” stated Meehan. “ I don’t know 
when he would ever have gotten out.” 
said Meehan. “ Amen,” say I.

U. S. pipe dream?

United Nat ions, N Y (NEA) 
By the time President Nixon warned 
Moscow 
not 
to employ armed force 
against the Czechoslovakians the Krem­ 
lin’s agents and secret police were al­ 
ready in full control in Prague. 
Without firing a shot the Russians re­ 
versed the liberal trend in Czechoslova­ 
kia and upset the balance of power in 
East and Central Europe. 
They 
also 
reaf­ 
firmed t h e “ vali­ 
dity” of the “ Brezh­ 
nev doctrine” which, 
they 
claim, 
gives 
them the right to in­ 
vade 
Communist 
countries where the 
Marxist-Leninist re­ 
gimes are ostensibly 
imperiled, including 
Red China, Yugoslav 
via and Romania. 
More significant is the fact that the 
Kremlin leaders pursued their policy of 
naked aggression even as they were dis­ 
cussing with the Nixon administration 
control of the arms race, peace in the 
Middle East and Vietnam and the pro­ 
spect of a summit meeting. 
Ever since the upsurge of dissidence 
in the Communist countries of East Eu­ 
rope and the outbreak of armed clashes 
on the Soviet-Chincse border, Moscow 
has been behaving ike a bear with a sore 
head, striking outlangrily in new direc­ 
tions but retaining a certain degree of 
animal cunning. 
The result has been shifts and zig­ 
zags in Soviet policy which warrant 
careful scrutiny by Nixon. 
A “ detente” with Russia is the tar­ 
get of the President’s foreign policy. 
He has staked much of the success of 
his “ peace offensive” upon his re­ 
lations and negotiations with Soviet lead­ 
ers. 
What Nixon and his advisers must 
therefore decide is whether the Russians 
are actually interested in peace. Or are 
they merely exploiting the prospect of de­ 
tente to convince President Tito of 
Yugoslavia, Ceausescu of Romania and, 
above all, the West Germans that the 


United States is likely to make a deal 
with Russia at their expense9 
The question, though not easily answer­ 
ed, is crucial. Is Nixon prepared to pay 
Russia’s price for detente by reacting 
cautiously to such acts of aggression 
as North Korea’s destruction of the U.S. 
Navy plane and the Red army’s rape of 
Czechoslovakia'’ 
Admittedly, 
military retaliation for 
these 
acts of aggression is inconceiv­ 
able. But surely this is not the time 
to create the impression that Soviet- 
American co-operation is fast be com ing a 
reality. 


This is precisely the impression the 
Russians are trying to create. They are 
in trouble in and out of Russia. They 
have alienated many of their supporters 
even in the Communist world. 
A summit meeting with the United 
States, or even sufficiently high - level 
negotiations on bilateral problems such 
as arms control, would go far to dis­ 
tract 
the world’s attention from the 
Czechoslovakian tragedy and to improve 
the prospects of the oft-postponed inter­ 
national Communist 
conference which 
Moscow is hoping to stage in June, 
Another basic motive of the Kremlin 
is what Red China may be up to. Cana­ 
da is already negotiating the establish­ 
ment of diplomatic relations with Peking. 
Italy, West Germany and Belgium are 
likely to follow Canada’s lead. 


Understandably, the prospect of any 
such development has caused anxiety in 
the Kremlin which is trying to keep 
China isolated. 
By holding out the olive branch to the 
Nixon administration the Russians obvi­ 
ously hope to discourage the United 
States from recognizing Peking. 
As usual the Kremlin’s Marxist - 
Leninists want capitalist America to 
pull their diplomatic chestnuts out of the 
fire. But is this in the interest of the 
United States? 
The Communists have always regarded 
any type of appeasement as a sign of 
weakness. Surely Nixon understands that 
appeasement is no substitute for sound 
diplomacy.
